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James Robinson Shaw may truly be called Father in Israel to the 
Port Credit Methodist Church. (The First church being erected in 
T838 by White men and Indians on lot I0,south Rast foronto Street, 
in the town plot of Port *redit,and Rev./avid Wright was the firat 
pastor. 


James Robinson Shaw was born st Weschester,near New t‘ork,Aug.I3th, 
I8II, and camef to Port “redit as a child of five years in 1816, and 
after a residence of four years on a frown land grant of one hundred 
acres on the north side of the Lake Shore Road a mile and a half east 
of Port Bredit, now in city lots, went back with hig parents to 
West “arm,Long Island in 1826, His parents,Wm Shaw and Ann Robinson 
Shaw of Yorkshire ,England,didn't like Canada and they longed for 
their old home in New York State, Wm Shaw cied and Mre Shaw 
returned to Canada to their Crown land farm in 1830 bringing with her 
three of her six children, Joseph,Thomas, and “ames Robinson Shaw, 
James Robinson Shaw resided continously in Port Credit from 1830 
until his death in 1907 in his ninety-seventh year and ig buried at 
Dixie. A the gear (Fy 2, 

James “obinson Shaw marri ane Thompsonjwho was born Aug. 26th, 
1825 in England, ebeut—theyees1s42 and they had a family of one son 
six deughters, 

James Robinson Shaw lived on the Crown land farm but never took 
an ective part in farming, He hired help to do the work while he 
engaged in his trade as wheel-wright. He did the iron work while 
his brother-in-law,Thomas +hompson,who was a sxilled mechanic 
helped him with the wood work, ; 

The family for a time left the farm and lived on Joseph Street, 
Port Credit. Some yesers later,he started a genersl store on the 
west side of the Credit River, the present Mc Lellan store, After 
a very active lifé,both in business and church work,he retired and 
lived, with his son Wm Shaw, Mrs Shaw died at 54 years while her 
husband lived until his ninety-seventh year.(1907) He was a 
Reformer in polities. His people had been Church of Bngland but 
ap there was no bnglish’ church in the district,he became one of the 
staunch pillars of the little Wesleyan Methodist Ghurck, He had 
one thought and that was of service to his Master and his church, 
James Robinson Shaw gave gladly without any reuuherstion his £fak/; 
services to the little church, He did practically everything 
about the church in the early years, cleaned it, kept it warm, 
cutting the wood to heat it, saw that the candles were made to 
light it; got the minister to the church for the preaching and 
brought his children up to the same high ideals of service, ror
